While we believe in a man’s think- 
ing as he pleases, we do object to 
the newspapers publishing as true 
the old “hoodoo” like this. 

The moon has no more to do 
with brands spreading than the 
Constitution of the United States. 
If the branding iron is the right 
heat and the animal hasn’t been 
overheated, the brand will not 
spread. Ifthe iron be too hot, or 
held on too long, or if the pores of 
the hide are in a condition that 
show the fat has been “melted” or 
changed, there is no known remedy 
to prevent the brand from spread- 
ing. An ignorant hand can spread 
more brands than the man in the 
moon ever could count. 

Of the same family as tue moon 
man is the one that waits for the 
“sign” to get in the feet before al- 
tering calves or colts. Others 
refuse to set hens, breed mares, er 
even break bronchos, unless the 
moon or the “signs” are in certain 
phases. All these hoodoos and 
superstitions are upset a thousand 
times a year by people all around 
them, and yet they cling to their 
fetiches with a faith nothing can 
destroy. 

The roundups brand, alter, and 
A break horses in the light of the 
moon and in the dark, and brauds 
spread, stick well, or accidents 
happen, according to the intelli- 
gence or expertness of the opera- 
tors. There is ne law to prevent 
any body’s blaming it on the moon 
if they so desire, but a little clever 
observation and common sense 
would place the blame where it 
properly belongs, and save the 
moon men much worry when their 
religion slips a cog, as it is very 
apt to do. 


Wool Here and There. 
Philadelphia Ledger. } 

Naturally, with its great diver- 
sity of climate and soil, there are 
vast areas of this country which 
are admirably adapted to sheep- 
raising, and whether or not this 
industry shall become an import- 
ant part of the agricultural pursuit 
must depend upon whether it can 
be made and kept generally pro- 
fitable to our farmers. That ques- 
tion inevitably involves the other 
ene of the competition of foreign 
countries, 

Sheep are raised in almost all 
countries, but in few others to the 
same extent as in those distant 
colonies of Great Britain, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand, where last 
year the number of these animals 
owned was 88,622,272. In the lat- 
ter colony sheep raising was not 
begun until 1848, but in 1866, so 
greatly had the industry grown, 
the sheep folds contained 16,677,455 
animals yielding fleece. 

In the same year, in the two col- 
onies, there were clipped upwards 
of 400,000,000 pounds of -wool, 
which was valued at $85,000,000. 

Of the 1,819,182 bales of this “raw 
material” imported by Great 
Britain in 1866, 1,130,842 bales, or 
nearly three-fourths of the whole, 
were taken from Australia and 
New Zealand. 

The industry in those countries 
may be said to be only at the be- 
ginning as yet. Their population, | Rex 
spread over an area of 3,091,087 
square miles, is less than the pres- 
ent population of Pennsylvania, 
that has an area of only a little 
more than 45,000 square miles. 

Australia and New Zealand are 
threatening competitors with our 
own farmers, in our own markets, 
as sellers of wool, and that fact is 
not of a kind to encourage their 
placing wool on the free list at this 
time. ee
